For the further declaration therfore of the true vie 


'ofthis Ceremony,and for the remouing of a[l{uch 


ſcruple as might any waies trouble the conſciences 
of the who arendeed rightly religious, following 
the royal ſteps of our moſt worthy king;becauſe he 
therein followeththe rules of the Scriptures, 8 the 


-praftiſe of the Primitine Church:we do commend 


to all the true members of the Church of England 
Theſe our diretions andobſeruations Enſuing,. 
Firſt, 1t is ro be obſerued, thay although the Tews 
and Erhnickesderided both the Apoſtles & the reſt 
ofthe Chriſtians for preaching &belecuing in him 
who was crucified vpon the Crofle:yetall,both A- 
poſtles & Chriſtians were ſofar from being-diſcou. 
raped from their profeſsio,By thelgnominy of the 
Crofſle,as they rather reioiced and triumphed in ir. 
RS E 1 3 
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Conſtitutions and 
Yea, the holy GhoſtBy-the mouthes of the Apo- 
ſtlegdid honour the Name of the Crofle (being 
hatefull among the Iewes)ſo farre, that vader ir he 
comprehended not onely Chriſt crucified, But the 
force, effefts,and merits of his Death and Paſsion, 
with al the comforts; fruits,and promiſes, which we 
recciue or expett thereby. bY 
Secondly, the honour and dignity of the Name 
of the Crofle, begate a reuerend Eſtimation cuen in 
the ApoſNes times (for ought that is knowen to the 
contrary ) of the ſigne of the Crofle : which the 
Chriſtians ſhortly after vſcd 1n all their aQions, 
therby making an outward {hc and profeſsion &- 
_ uento theaftaniſhmer of the Iews, thatthey were 
not aſhamed tp acknowledge him for their Lord 
and Sauiour, who died for them vpon the Croſle, 
Andrthis {ignerhey did nor onely vſc chemſelnes, 
witk-akinde of glory, when they met with any 
Tewes ; But figned therewith their children, when 
they were Chriſtcned , To dedicate them By that 
badge to his ſeruice,whoſe benefits beſtowed vpon 
chemin Baptiſme , the name ofthe Crofle did re- 
preſence. And this vſcof the ſigne ofthe Croflein 
Baptiſme, was held1n the Primitine Church,aſwell 
by the Greekgas the Latines, with oneconſeng and 
great applauſe. Atwhat time, Tfany had oppoſed 
themſeluesagaftiſt ity; they would certainely hauc 
bin cenſured as8hermies of the name of the Croffe, 
and conſequentt,of Chriſts merits,rhe figne wher- 
of they could no better endare; . This continuall 
and genecall vſe ofrheſigne of the Croffe,, is eui- 
den $y many teſtimonies of the ancient Fathezx, 
Thirdly, 


Canons Ecclefraſticall. 

Thirdly, ic muſt beconfefled that, fn-proceſle of 
time,rhe ſigne of the Croſſe was greatly abuſedin 
the Church of Rome, eſpeciallyafter thatcorrup- 
tion of Popery had once poſſeſledit, Butrheabuſe 
of athing,docth nor take away thelawtfull vſe of it. 
Nay, ſo ir was it fro thepurpoſe of the Church of 
England;o forfake &reiedt the Churches of kaly, 
France, Spaine, Germany, or any ſuchlike Chur- 
ches,1n all things which they held & praQiſed, that, 
as the Apologic of the Church of England confeſ(- 
ſeth, tc doth with reuerence reraine thoſe Ceremo- 
nicsWhich doc neither endammage the Church of 
God,nor offend the mindes ofſober men: andonly 
deparredfro thein thofe particularpoints, Wherin 
they were fallen;Both from themfeluesIn their anci- 
catintegritic, and fromthe Apoſtolicall Churches, 
which were their firſt founders.Inwhich-reſpe&Q,a- 
mongſt fome other very ancient Ceremonies , the 
ſigne of the Croſſe in Bapriſmeg hath bin retained in 
this Chureh,both,by the indgement-andpraQiiſe of 
thoſe renerend Fathers & great Divines in the daies 
of K. Edward the 6.0f whom ſome conſtantly ſuf- 
tered for theprofeſsion of the Tructh : and others, 
being exiledinthe time of Queene Mary, did after 
their returng1n theBeginning ofthe Reigneof our 
late dread Soueraigne, cotinually defend 8 vic the 
ſame. This reſolution andpraQuſe of our Church. 
hath beene allowed & approued by the cenſure vp- 
on the Communion Booke in K. Edward thefixt 
his dayes, & bythe harmony of confeſsion of lat- 
ter yeeres : becanſeindeede;rhe vie of this ſigne in 
Bapziſme was eyer accompanied heere with fuch 
| © & fatfici-_ 


ſufficient caurrons and Exceptions againſt al Popiſh 
Superſtition and Errour, as1n the like caſcs are ei- 
ther fit or conuenienr, . | 
 Firſtahe Church of England, ſince the aboliſhing 
of Poperyhath euer held and taught, and ſo doch 
hold & reach ſtill, thatrhe ſigne of the croſſe viedſn 
Baptiſme, is no part of the ſubſtance of that Sacra. 
ment. Fogwhen the Miniſter dipping the Infant in 
Water, or laying Water ypon the face of it (as the. 
maner alſo is) hath pronounced theſe words, 1Þap-

So 
thagfor the yery remebranceof the Croſſe, which 
is yery precious to all, them thatrightlyBclecuc in 
leja Chriſt, and1n the other reſpe&s mentioned ;the 
Church of England hath reteined ſtillrhe figne of 
itn Baptiſme: following therein the Primitiue and 
Apoſtoljcall Churches, and accounting ita lawfull 
outward Ceremonigand honourable Badge, wher- 
by the Infant is dedicatedto the ſeruice ofhim that 
died vpon the Crofle, asby the wordes vſedIn the 
Booke of Common Prayeritmay appeare. 
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_ Laſtly,thevſe of theſigne of the Croſſe in Bap- 
tiſme, being thus purged from all Popiſh ſuperſtiti- 
on andErrour, and reduced in the Church of Eng- 
land ro the primarie Inſtitution of it, vpon thaſe 
rue rules of Do&@rine concerning things Tndiffe- 
rent, whichare conſonantto the word of God, and 
theludgements ofal the ancient Fathers: We hold 
itthe part ofEucrypriuate man, both Miniſtegand 
other, reuerently to retaine the true vſe of irpre- 
ſcribed By publike Authority , conſidering thar, 


things of themſeluesIndifferent, do inſome ſort al- 


ter their natures, when they are either commanded,
